In addition to 
this number three other members have sig- 
nified their intention to sign the call as 
goon as it is presented to them. 

The call was issued Wednesday afternoon 
und by 11 o’clock all of the above signa- 
tures had been obtained. When the call 
was handed to Committeeman Henry 
Quellmalz he refused to sign and at once 
notified Chairman Maffitt and the Francois 
goldite forces that such a call was being 
circulated. 

There was a commotion in the ranks of 
the gold men who have been opposing the 
convention and Francis and Maffitt at once 
sent out some of their strongest supporters 
to use their influence towards having the 
call withdrawn. They worked like beavers, 
but soon discovered that all efforts to ac- 
complish such a result would prove futile. 

Telephone messages were sent in every di- 
rection from the headquarters of the gold 
men in the Laclede building, Chairman Maf- 
fitt was on hand and Postmaster Carlisle 
was notified. It was an unlooked-for move 
and when they found that the call could 
not be withdrawn the “Big Three” fairly 
sweat blood. 

The next best thing to do then was to 
force members of the committee who had 
signed the call to withdraw their signatures 
and repudiate the call.

In addition to the above St. Clair and 
Saline Counties will forward a request for 
a convention to Chairman Maffitt to-day or 
to-morrow. The Democratic County Com- 
mittee of St. Clair County met at Osceola 
Wednesday and unanimously decided to re- 
quest Chairman Maffitt to issue a State 
monetary convention not later than Aug. 
15. The committee declared for the un- 
limited coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 and stands opposed to the 
consideration of any other than the cur- 
rency question at the convention. This 
makes sixty counties in favor of a conven- 
tion—two more than a majority, in spite 
of the pressure brought to bear by the 
Administration Democrats and gold men 
to prevent such a result. ‘

WILL VOTE HIMSELF 


For a Silver Convention and for One at 
an Early Date, Says Mr. Sherwood. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON. CITY, Mo., July 11.-—A. C. 
Sherwood, State Committeeman from the 
Fourteenth District, has returned from his 
vacation in Wyoming. Mr. Sherwood is one 


of the committeemen who, as stated in the 
Post-Dispatch, left his proxy with Chair- 
man Maffitt with instructions to vote for 
a State convention if a meeting of the State 
Committee was called in his absence. Col. 
John Carroll was the other. To the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent this morning Mr. 
Sherwood said: 

“When I went away I left my proxy with 
Mr. Maffitt, but with the distinct under- 
standing that if a meeting of the State Com- 
mittee was called it should be voted for a 
convention. The Democrats of my district 
are practically unanimous in favor of a 
convention, and I have not changed my po- 
sition since the meeting of the committee 
June 1, when I offered a resolution fixing 
Aug. as the date of the convention. My 
first resolution was Kos July 4 and I ac- 
cepted an amendment for Aug. 15.“ 

“It has been suggested, however, Mr. Sher- 
wood, that while it is generally understood 
that you are in favor of a convention, the 
fact that you left your proxy with Mr. 
Maffitt might have been construed to mean 
that you might now favor delay and a late 
convention.“

“I have taken a dose of 
rat poison because I have been betrayed.”’ 

Officer Roedenick summoned an ambu- 
lance, the woman was conveyed to the City 
Hospital and the Superintendent succeeded 
in partially restoring her. She told him she 
had lived at 7000 South Broadway, and that 
she was 19 years old. Greatly aroused by 
her st the Superintendent wrote on his 
report that she was shortly to become a 
mother.

HOME OF THE COLD WAYE. 


They Do Not Come From the North, 
But From the Upper Air. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Willis L. Moore, 
the new chief of the Weather Bureau, does 
not claim to have an infallible method of 
predicting the weather. Prof. Moore said 


to a Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“There is not much that I care to say 
about weather predictions for the present. 
Secretary Morton, in saying that had a 
secret method, probably refers to my sys- 
tem of forecasting cold waves which has 

roven very successful. It is not, however, 
nfallible, for nothing is infallible in which 
human judgment is an element. I discov- 
ered some time ago that certain unexpected 
cold waves followed certain barometric con- 
ditions, and by careful collating our fail- 
ures in forecasting such unexpected cold 
waves arrived at a certain conclusion. 

“The old theory that cold waves have 
their origin in the'ice-flelds of the extreme 
North is exploded. If ice had anything to 
do with their formation none of them would 
be any colder than the ice, which is never 
below 82 deg. Fahrenheit. As a matter of 
fact, cold waves always come from the 
upper atmosphere, where the temperature 
is always below freezing point. The tem- 

rature falls about 8 deg. with each 1.000 
eet of elevation, so at the height of five 
miles the temperature would be at least 75 
deg. lower than on the eurface of the earth. 
The formation of a cold wave is exactly 
the reverse of the formation of a rain 
storm. A cold wave area is exactly opposite 
to a so-called cyclonic area. In the cyclone 
there is a gyration in one direction in which 
the heated air goes up. In the cold wave 
the ation is reversed and the cold air is 
forced down. That is all there is to it.“

THE STATE CONVENTION, 


Mr. Maffitt has issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the State Committee in this city 
next Monday. The meeting heid on June 
1 Was a snap meeting, hastily called by 
telegraph, not for the purpose of seriously 
considering the demands of the people 
for a State convention, but as a part of 
Mr. Francis’ farcical effort to get into the 
Cabinet. The present meeting is called 
under circumstances that will insure 
some attention to the people's wishes. It 
will no doubt result in the calling of a 
convention. Mr. Maffitt admits this and 
is himself pledged to vote for it. It is 
Goubtful if there will be more than two 
or three opposing votes when the roll is 
called. 

‘The principal question which the com- 
mittee will pass upon is as to the date of 
the convention. Nearly if not quite all 
the requests sent to Chairman Maffit 

e for a convention to be held “not later 

dan Aug. 18.“ As the convention is to 
be lied in compliance with these in- 
Vited requests, it will be difficult to find 
any good reason for ignoring the prefer- 
ence therein expressed and fixing a date 
later than Aug. 15. 

As far as the Post-Dispatch is con- 
cerned, it believes the convention should 
be held at a time and under conditions 
that will afford all elements of the Dem- 
ocratic party opportunity for making 
their opinions felt in its deliberations.

No one who is informed as to the sen- 
‘tment of the Democrats of the South 
and West doubts that this is true. The

ALTGELD AND CRAFTS. 

In view of the objects of the extra ses- 
sion and the circumstances under which 
it was called, Gov. Altgeld’s opposition 
to the support of Crafts for the Speaker- 
ship of the House by the Democrats was 
justifiable. 

The Governor called the Legislature to- 
géther for the purpose of accomplishing 
the legislation which a corporation lobby 
had prevented during the regular session. 
The Democrats in the Legislature were 
bound by the pledges and the highest in- 
terests of the party and the people to do 
all in their power to carry out the pur- 
pose of the extra session. They were in 
direct opposition to the objects of the 
lobby-ridden Republican majority. 

Mr. Crafts is identified with corporation 
interests. He does not represent the pur- 
poses of his party, but is believed ta be 
in sympathy with influences inimical to 
those purposes. In the nomination of 
Representative Cochran the Republicans 
of the House had shown a disposition to 
revolt against the lobby and the boodlers, 
and at this juncture it was a great blun- 
der for the Democrats to show friendli- 
ness towards the influences, for subserv- 
lency to which they had denounced the 
Republicans.

WAS IT FOUL PLAY! 


The suspicion expressed by the Lon- 
don Times concerning the dosing of the 
Cornell crew has plausible foundation. 
The circumstances of the crew's col- 
lapse strongly point to foul play. 

If one member of the crew in the race 
had fainted it would not have been an 
extraordinary occurrence. The weak- 
ening of two or even three men might be 
accounted for on the theory of over-train- 
ing or illness from natural causes; but 
the complete collapse of five men out of 
eight is an unparalleled occurrence which 
it is difficult to account for except on the 
ground of foul play. 

The Cornell crew are not babies, with 
no knowledge of the proper conditions of 
training. They have been under the di- 
rection of a thoroughly competent and 
experienced trainer who has been-at the 
head of Cornell's boating interests for 
many years and has trained a number of 
crews to victory. Indications of over- 
training are usually found in the weakest 
man, and it is incredible that nearly a 
whole crew should be over-trained to the 
p@ant of complete collapse without the 
knowledge of the men or of an expert 
trainer. 

But further ground of suspicion is afforded 
by the fear and bitterness with which the 
Cornell men were regarded, Their action 
in the Leander race caused intense re- 


sentiment. There was sufficient hostile 


animus to prompt some unscrupulous En- 
glishman to take desperate measures to 
subject the visiting crew to the humilia- 
tion of defeat. 

Of course none of these things are 
proof of foul play. But they are circum- 
stances of a sufficiently suspicious nature 
to warrant a searching investigation. 
The race reflected no honor on the win- 
ning crew. The Cornell crew was not 
defeated by the merits of their opponents, 
but by their own collapse from iliness. 
The race was pind a test ot rowing ability. 
The Post-Dispateh publishes to-day en 
able legal opinion on the obligations of 
the Terminal combine which shows that 
shippers are not without ample means 
of protection from monopoly extortion.

to be the quadragesimal fasts, emberdays, and the 
rigils of the year; that the same power be 
granted them in regard to extraordinary civic cele- 
brations arranged for such days. 

This matter having been submitted to His Holli- 
ness, Pope Leo the XIII., he bas ratified this decree 
and granted the power asked to all prelates for all 
future time, but it shall, in every instance, be 
stated that the dispensation is granted by special 
decree of the Holy See only.

Fre- 
quently they are given nothing but pork 
and beans, or some m@pt every day, and of 
course during Lent ey were obliged to 
reject it. Under the new dispensation they 
are allowed to eat meat on fast days and 
during Lent under certain condftions.“ 

Fr. Etten of St. Joseph's Church and Fr.

Ambassador Eustis’ Talk With a 
Paris Reporter. 


LANGUAGE QUOTED DENIED. 


Mr. Eustis Says He Wouldn’t Have 
Said It Had He Known, and 
Didn’t Say It, Anyhow. 


PARIS, July 11.—The Figaro this morn- 
ing publishes a statement from the Hon. 
James B. Eustis, United States Ambassa- 
dor to France, in which he says: The 
fact is now recalled to my memory that 
Secretary Vignaud introduced M. Routier 
to me on May 13, not as a journalist, but 
as a writer. According to my custom, I 
had a conversation with him, but I certainly 
did not authorize M. Routier to publish it. 
He did not tell me he had such an inten- 
tion, and if he had I should have taken the 
necessary precautions. Indeed, I should 
have forbidden him, as would have been 


my duty, to divulge anything of our con- 
versation. I did not use the language M. 
Routier attributes to me, and I do not un- 
derstand why M. Routivr thought he had 
the right to invite me to discuss delicate 
questions of international policies.“ 

The Estaffette, discussing the affair, re- 
marks: “It would not require many such 
incidents, especially in view of the effect 
which it produced in Spain, to léad to seri- 
ous complications with the United States. 
The fault rests entirely with the United 
States, which by catrying out the applica- 
tion of the Mcnroe doctrine to an abuse 
and by the ubiquity of their intervention 
disturb the European nations and injure 
in the end their most legitimate interests.“

Miss Mary A. Burke’s Efforts in 
Behalf of Her Sex. 


HER YEARS OF EXPERIENCE. 


Believes the Pasta Hopeful Sign for 
the Future of the Women Wage. 
Earners of the Country. 


Every delegate attending the Retail 
Clerks’ National Convention regards with 
admiration and respect Miss Mary A. 
Burke, Secretary of the association’s Exe- 
cutive Board. Nor is her fame confined 
to the ranks of the association. She is 
khown throughout the country as a cham- 


and for the twenty years she has been 


in active employment as a retail] clerk has 


been identified, almost from the first, with 
movements in the interest of women 40m- 
le for their bread. 

During twenty years she has wit- 
nessed great changes in the relations of 
women workers to their employers and in 
the conditions surrounding them. Some of 


those 


the changes have been for the better, some 


for the worse, Miss Burke told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter who asked her for a nar- 
rative of her work. Her experience has 
been varied, and has been found at numer- 
so that she is well qualified to 
on the subject that is nearest her 
heart. To see Miss Burke is to believe that 
there is some mistake in her statement 
that she is 39 years old. Her bright, kindly 
expression, clear complexion and black, 
curling hair are those of a woman years 
younger. 

“But I 
sured the 


am 39 years old,” Miss Burke as- 
reporter, and for fourteen years 
Retail Clerks’ 
National Assoctation I was a member of 
locals having similar purposes, and identi- 
fied first with the Knights of Labor and 
later with the American Federation of La- 
bor. I first went to work in Bellair, O., 
my native place. My father had a store 
the miners, and my brothers 
were all members of the Knights of Labor. 
these reasons whenever there were 
labor troubles my sympathies were all with 
and I finally just had to take an 
active part. I have organized women in fac- 
tories, and in 1889 organized the street car 
men in Findlay, O. Later I organized the 
colored laborers about the shops in Aet- 
naville, O. We started the early closing 
movement which began in BeHair, O., and 
secured the passage of the compulsory 
education law in Gio. This was one step 


toward our alm to prevent the employment 


of children in stores at an age when they 
ought to be under their mother’s care and 
at school. And we also secured the passage 
of the factory inspection laws in various 
States.” 

During Miss Burke's experience she has 
been a retail clerk in Findley, O.; Pittsburg, 
Pa., and Wheeling, W. Va., as well as in 
Bella „O., and Omaha, Neb. The present 
Clerks’ Association was formed by seven 
local organizations, and Miss Burke was 
one of the active spirits in its inception, 
being a charter member. 

“The aesociation has 
great deal for women,“ 
“The Knights of Labor, 
first to lend their assistance to women. 
Their aid was very material, because you 
know the labor vote is a power with poli- 
ticlams and with the Knights of Labor 
and later the American Federation of 
Labor supproting us we found K com- 
aratively easy to secure the passage of 
aws for women’s benet. 

“Twenty years ago, long hours were more 
the rule than they are now. Women 
clerks were then compelled to work as late 
as 10 and 11 o'clock at night. Then the mat- 
ter of providing seats for women behind 
the ceuater was not thought of at that 
time, Still, on account of the comparative 
slowness of business, we were not worked 
so hard and could lean against the counters, 
and sort of jolly along until a customer 
came in. In Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio 
and Virginia, the matter of late hours has 
been in a measure remedied by legislation. 
As for seats, there are laws compelling em- 
ployers to furnish these for women, but it 
is a question whether that matter has been 
improved. 

“Altogether the life cf a woman clerk is 
not as hard now as it was twenty years 
ago. But competition, both between em- 
ployers and employes, is eet one 
great amelioration. Salaries are tter 
now, and employers are willing to recog- 
nize ability in women as in men. Of course

DISPENSARY BRANCHES. 


Disposition to Oppose Their Creation 
Without Ordinaace Therefor. 


The opposition to the establishment of 
branch dispensaries by the mere action of 
the Health Commissioner, if approved by 
the Board of Health, is crystallising, and 
may be thwarted.

CROPS ARE ‘BOOMING. 


Railroad Traffic Agents’ Reports Are 
Favorable. 


One Dollar a Car Is All the Terminal 
Roads Can Lawfully Collect for 
Switching Loaded Cars. 


The Manufacturers’ Association, in cast- 
ing about for some means of relief from the 
extortionate switching and transfer charges 
of the terminal roads, secured the opinion 
of one of the best lawyers at the St. Louls 
bar, who holds that every charge of over 
$1 ea car for switching is illegal. 

This opinion is based upon the construc- 
tion placed on the city ordinances and the 
State laws and is sustained by numerous 
decisions of the Supreme Court of several 
States and of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

For years the shippers have been com- 
pelled to pay $2.50 per car to the corpora- 
tions included in the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation and only recently this charge was 
reduced to $2 The Merchants’ Bridge Co. 
has assessed a tribute of $2 from every!car 
handled, and the Wabash, Frisco and Mis- 
souri Pacific are charging u car. The last 
two formerly charged 8. When a shipper 
ig so unfortunately situated as to be com- 
pelled to send a car over the tracks of twe 
or more of these companies, no matter how 
short the haul may be, he is compelled to 
pay tribute to each and cases are on redord 
where as high as $12 has been charged. 
There seems to be no room for doubt that 
the opinion rendered by the attorney for 
the Manufacturers’ Association opens. the 


door to the héaviest litigation ever begun in 
Missouri. If the charges are illegal and 
have been wrongfully collected during all 
the years the terminal octopus has n 
fastening itself upon the commerce of St. 
Louis, in the opinion of well-versed attor- 
neys every man who has paid the tribute 
has cause for action in the courts to re- 
cover the full amount extorted from him in 
over-charges. In addition to this the or- 
dinances provide a fine of $500 for each Case 
of —— | 

After citing all the ordinances bearing on 
the Terminal Railroad Association the at- 
torney gives it as his opinion that it is 
manifest that the St. Louis Bridge Company 
and the Tunnel Railroad Company, lessees 
of the Union Railway and Transit Company 
of St. Louis, are by ordinance, and in consid- 
eration of privileges granted, bound to de- 
liver any car of freight, which crossed the 
St. Louis bridges, and paid the regular toll, 
as fixed by public schedules, at any point 
along the whole line of their railway, own 
or leased by said companies, without add 
tional charge, and to receive at any point 
along the line of their railway, own or, 
leased, any car load of freight destined to 
cross safd bridge, without any charge other 
than the bridge toll.“ 

He also holds “‘that these companies are 
bound to switch any car of freight to and 
from any point along their whole line of rail- 
way, or leased line, to and from any con- 
necting line, for a charge not exceedifig $1 
per car, including the return of the empty. 
cars free; and, also, that all such services 
should be rendered without discrimination 
or delays, and withim a reasonable time 
after written notice thereof fs given to their 
proper officers. 

‘The city ordinances fix a maximum 
amount which the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation may charge for switching cars Oven 
the whole or any portion of its lines. Un- 
der the ordinances it has no right to charge 
for switching any carload of freight which 
has not crossed the St. Louis bridge more 
than $1 per car, and this charge includes the 
return of the empty car to where it was re 
ceived by the said association. 

“And as to any carload of freight which 
has crossed the St. Louis bridge, and paid 
the regular toll, as fixed by public s ule, 
it can make no additional charge for sewitch- 
ing the same, or the return of the empty 
car, to the place where it was received upon 
its tracks. 

“The Terminal Rallroad Association can- 
not add anything to the amount of charges, 
so limited, on the ground of additional coats 
of service by reason of privileges furnished 


The railroad companies report the grain 
and fruit crop all over the country as the 
biggest in many years.

The Cairo Short Line, which runs thro 
the Southern States, reports fruit as thriv- 
ing and growing thick. Prospects for 
other crops are bad. 

Through Iowa, Nebraska and Missouri 
the Burlington reports exceptionally good 
* frukt especially being very thick. 

The Chicago & Alton, covering almost all 
of Illinois, repests corn as being exception- 
poy A good, wheat below the average and 
oate as fair. Nothing has been heard con- 
cerning the fruit crop. Potatoes are com- 
ing up far better than was expected and 
quite a heavy 8 is looked for.

Numerous authorities are cited in support 
of this opinion: Among the number are 
these: 

In Sinking Fund Cases, 99 U. S., 700, Mr. 
Justice Bradley, in writing the opinion of 


the court, referring to the Munn vs. Lilinois |: 
case, said: The inquiry there was as to | 
the extent of the police power in cases 


where the public interest is affected; and we

New York, decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, Feb. 29, 1892, it was 
held; That the Legislature can fix a maxi- 
mum, beyond which any charge would be 
unreasonable, for the use of property in 
which the public has an interest. 

In Tomlinson vs. Branch, 15th Wallace, 
460, the Supreme Court of the United States, 
in substance, held that where two railroad 
companies are consolidated, the presumption 
is that each of the two united lines of the 
road will be substantially held with the priv- 
Ueges and burdens originally attaching 
thereto, unless the contrary is expressed. 

The Terminal Railroad Association was or- 
ganizet in 1889 and acquired by the consolida- 
tion of.the Union Railway and Transit Co. 
of St. Louis and the Terminal Railroad of 
St. Louis in 1879, all the property, rights, 
privileges and franchises of the two compa- 
nies; and it has leased the property, rights 
and franchises of the St. Louis Bridge Co., 
the Tunnel Railroad Co. and the Union De- 

ot Co., so that at the present all the hand- 
ing of cars over the Eads Bridge and the 
switching of cars over the old 
bridge in the preceding paragraphs of 
this opinion is now being done by the Ter- 
minal’ Railway Association. Thé consolida- 
tion of the Eads and Merchants’ Bridge 
compantes virtually makes the Terminal 
Railroad Association the company doing the 
switching over all of the Iines included with- 

organization and responsible for the 
excessive switching charges.
